The West Elba Mission of the 
First Baptist Church was con- 
stituted into the West Side 
Baptist Church at all-day ser- 
vices Sunday, Nov. 3, Regular 
services were held with Sunday 
School at 9:45 a.m, and churen 
services at 11 a.m., followed by 
a basket dinner served on the 
grounds to approximately 300 
people. 

Constitutional services began 
at 2 p.m. at which an interest. 
ing and impressive program 
was rendered. The Rev. Collis 
Cunningham, State Secretary 
of Negro Work in, _Alabama, 
whose home is in Montgomery, 
welcomed 95 charfer members 
into the new church, 

A number of visiting minist- 
ters were present, together 
with a large atendance of 
members and friends of — the 
new organization, 

Historical Facts 

Melvin Boozer, representing 
the parent church, gave the 
following historical facts per- 
taining to the Mission. 

“The exact beginning of the 
Mission is uncertain. I recall 
that on Bro, Seay’s first visit 
to Elba in 1950, we drove throu- 
eh New Town and discussed 
the potential for another 
church in Elba. 

“In April of 1953, Bro. Stro- 
zgier and Bro. Seay made plans 
for a Bible School and Revival 
to be held in the Association 
tent in June, later postponed 
until Aug. 17. 

“In July, 1953, the Brother- 
hood of the First Baptist 
Church voted to sponsor this 
Mission and during the week 
of August 10, members of the 
Brotherhood set up the tent 
for the Revival which began 
Aug. 17. 

“During the revival,, pastors 
ot the Association took turns 
in preaching. They were: Bros. 
Stozier, Seay, McGriff, Reese, 
Messick, and Greer. J. W. Moo- 
dy, present song leader, con- 
ducted the singing. 

Property Purchased 

“In January, 1954, the old 
residence property at the cor~ 
ner of Caroline and Williams 
Streets was purchased. 

“Shortly thereafter, Flour- 
noy Whitman donated the ot- 
her old building which housed 
the Mission until this present 
building was erected. 

“After the revival in 1953, 
ihe Mission School was start- 
ed with Bro. and Mrs. Strozier 
giving their aid. All during the 
fall and winter. Bro. Strozier 
Grove a bus to haul people to 
the Mission. 

“In October 1953, Bro. Earl 
Holder was called as first past- 
or of the Mission and served 
until July of 1956. 

“On Dec. 20, 1956, Bro. C. E. 
Rentz became pastor and is 
still serving in that capacity. 

Pastorium Purchased 

“In March, 1957, work was 
started on this building, and in 
May, 1957. the W. Kay Farris 
property adjoining the church 
property was purchased for use 
as a pastorium. It has been re- 
modeled and is now well adapt- 
ed for that purpose. 

“On the first Sunday in July, 
1957, the first services were 
held here.” 

“To single out individuals 
who have been instrumental] in 
reaching the present time 
would be an impossibility, for 
every one who has helped has 
played an important part, but 
I would like to recognize the 
members cf the Mission’s com- 
mittee who have worked earn- 
estly, faithfully, prayerfully in 
leading this work to the pre- 
sent time: “Red” 
Alva DeVane, John Lowery and 
John B. Clark. j 

“And so, as we constitute 
this Mission into a full-time 
Baptist Church, we can see the 
results of God’s people working 
together. 

“Scripture—And so we built 
the Church, for the People had 
a mind to work.” 

Modern Property 

The new West Side Baptist 
Church has a very attractive 
and commodious church plant, 
modern equipped. 

Until the institutional ser- 
vices held Sunday, the Mission 
has been sponsored by’ the

The white housing project 
comprises 26 units in 13 du- 
plex buildings, located adja- 
cent to the former 10 units, on 
land formerly owned by Miss 
Eunora Farris.

It is also 
of brick construction and is 
located adjacent to the former 
colored housing project, near 
Mulberry Heights School.

J. D. Smith, local. housing 
administrator, stated that the 
projected slum clearance pro- 
gram in Elba is necessarily 
contingent to considerable ex- 
tent on the progress of the 
housing project, as displaced 
residents of the slum clearance 
district must be provided with 
houses which to live before 
their houses can be torn down. 
The housing project will pro- 
vide a number of dwelling pla- 
ces for these displaced persons, 
then the slum-clearing pro- 
gram can proceed by degrees, 
removed houses being replaced 
by new ones. It is a gigantic 
undertaking but when it is 
completed, Elba’s most unat- 
tractive residence district will 
be transformed into “a thing 
of beauty and a joy forever.” 

Congress has appropriated 
the money and the slum-clear- 
ance program, said Mr. Smith, 
will get under way as soon as 
possible.

National attention is being 
increasingly focussed on Ala- 
bama’s continuing progressive 
multi-million dollar road 
building programs, 

InduStrialists seeking sites, 
and tourists seeking good, safe 
highways, are paying more at- 
tention to Alabama’s highways. 

Latest official State Highway 
Department reports show the 
State spent an estimated $59 
million on road building for the 
1956-57 financial year which 
ended Sept. 30, as compared 
with the $54,579,345 actually 
spent on road construction be- 
tween Oct, 1, 1955 and Sept. 30, 
1956. In the year 1954-5 the 
sum spent on road building was 
4,704, most of it during 


a 


1955. 
Most in 1955 

These records also show that 
Alabama added no less’ than 
2,125 miles of paved highways 
last year, and another 2,016 
miles of roads added totalled 
1,414, again most of them dur- 
ing the year 1955. 

Therefore, since Oct. 1, 1954 
through Sept. 30, 1957 some 
5,555 miles of paving have been 
added to Alabama roads, or a- 
bout 5,006 miles since January 
1955, for an easy all-time re- 
cord as compared with any 
comparable period.

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THIRD OF STATE 
REVENUE COMES 
FROM SALES TAX 


One-third of all the State 
revenues collected by the State 
Revenue Department, come 
from the 3 per cent State Sale 
Vax, il was pointed out this 
week by the State Revenue 
Commissioner W. LaRue Horn. 
The State sales tax was raised 
from two to three cents in 
1951, 

Total sales taxes collected 
by Horn for the fical year Oct. 
1 1956 through Sept. 30. 1957, 
totalled $67,757,128,63 and total 
revenues collected by his de- 
partment from the 41 tax and 
license sources for which the 
State Revenue Department is 
responsible, amounted to $199, 
092,884.67, a record sum, 


Like Other States 

Looking around among our 
neighbors, Commissioner Horn 
found that State sales taxes 
had also been the main source 
of revenue for five of seven 
other Southern States which 
he checked. 

Sales taxes in Tennessee and 
Mississippi amounted to 35 per 
cent of their totals, according 
fo Horn; in Georgia, they pro 
duced 39 per cent, and in 
South Carolina, sales taxes 
realized 29 per cent of the re- 
venues, 

By way of contrast, North 
Carolina’s major tax source 
was its State income tax whieh 
produced 26 percent of the in- 
come, Florida relied on its 
gasoline taxes for 27 per cent 
of thefr total taxes. In Louisi- 
ana the best tax source was 
its severence tax on oil, timber, 
gas, sand and gravel, etc. How- 
ever, the Louisiana severence 
and sales taxes were almost 
equal, it was reported, since 
the Pelican State collected $83 
million from its severence tax- 
es, and $81 million from its 
sales tax.
